1947 FARM CASH INCOME 

The Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics reports the 1947 preliminary 
estimate of Alberta farm cash in¬ 
come from the sale of farm pro¬ 
ducts. including government pay¬ 
ments. to be *347.212,000 (289.468,- 
000). The total for Canada amount¬ 
ed to *2,002.195,000 ($1,769,632,000). 
This is the highest on record for 
the Dominion. 

Ontario with a cash income of 
$546,290,000 ($472,927,000) led the 
provinces. Saskatchewan was a sec¬ 
ond with $443,942,000 ($411,643,000) 
and Alberta third. The total for the 
.prairie provinces was $977,643,000 
($S71,965,000). 

Of Alberta's total, $203,176,000 
was. derived from field crops; live 
stock, $101,092,000; dairy products, 
$24,403,000; eggs, wool and honey, 
$10,219,000, miscellaneous farm 
products, $6,590,000. Supplementary 
•payments (l.e.. Prairie Farm Assis¬ 
tance Act and Wheat Acreage Re¬ 
duction Act), $1,732,000.

Veterans May Pay For 
Farms On Crop Basis 


Alberta Oil Production Is 
Climbing Fast, Figures Show 


Alberta oil production is climb¬ 
ing back toward boom records set 
In 1942 when Turner Valley was 
in its heyday. Production then at 
one time reached 30,000 barrels a 
month. Production in January 1947 
was 18,800 barrels. Production in 
January 1943 was up almost a third 
over the 1947 figure, It stood at 
24.500 barrels and was climbing 
fast. 

Figures released by the Alberta 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Con¬ 
servation Board reveal that in Jan¬ 
uary 1948, Turner Valley produc¬ 
tion was 15,046 barrels. That was 
down 1,200 barrels from 1947. But 
In January 1947 there w-as no Le- 
duc. In January 1948 I^duc pro¬ 
duced 3.945 barrels a day. I.educ 
is now yielding nearly 6.000 bar¬ 
rels a day. 

In January 1948. Ledue nosed 
out Lloydminster as Canada's sec¬ 
ond biggest oil field. Lloydminster 
production in January was 3,525 
barrels a day. 

Nevertheless Lloyd producers 
claimed that Lloyd could maintain 
its second position If only It had 
tank cars and the equipment need¬ 
ed. The producers said that Lloyd¬ 
minster could produce 6.000 barrels 
a day with the wells in existence 
right now. if the equipment and 
markets were available. Given pro¬ 
per refining and transport facilit¬ 
ies they hoped to see Lloyd pro¬ 
duction approaching 10,000 barrels 
per day by the end of 1948. . 

Alberta still hung on to its pos¬ 
ition as. Canada'3 No. 1 oil producer. 
In January It turned out 687.447 
t barrels of oil compared with 73,- 
753 barrels produced by Saskatche¬ 
wan. Neglible amounts were pro¬ 
duced in Ontario and New Bruns¬ 
wick. 


Zodiac Sign 
For April 

The first sign of the Zodiac, 
which marks the first month of the 
spring season, is Aires the Ram, 
whose period extends approximat¬ 
ely from March 20th to April 20th. 

According to Greek mythology, 
Aires was the ram with the golden 
fleece which figured so prominent¬ 
ly in many historical legends. The 
ram was first recognized when 
Mercury sent it to rescue Phrixus 
and Helle, children of the king of 
Thessaly, from their wicked step¬ 
mother. It flew over the sea with 
them, but during the flight. Helle 
fell into the water and was 
drowned, and the part in which 
she fell was ever after known as 
the Hellespont. 

Phrixus and the ram continued 
on, and arrived safely at Colchis 
on the eastern shore of the Black 
Sea. There he sacrificed the ram 
to thank the gods for his safe 
journey. He kept the golden fleece 
however, and the king of Colchis 
admired it and longed to possess It. 
At last his desire became so strong, 
that he. had Phrixus murdered, 
stole the fleece and placed it In 
the, grove of Aires where It was 
guarded day and night by a sleep¬ 
less dragon. There R stayed for 
many years until Jkson asd his 
Argonauts surceded In capturing it. 
The ram. meantime, had been rais¬ 
ed to the heavens by the gods, and 
placed among the stdrs. where the 
constellation of Aires may still be 
seen.

Veterans living in the spring 
wheat areas of Alberta who. are 
settled as full-time farmers under 
the Veterans’ Land Act this month 
received details of the recently ap¬ 
proved Crop Share payment plan, 
giving them the option of paying 
for their farms on the basis of their , 
yearly crop yield. 

Under the new arrangement, the 
veteran can give to VLA, instead 
of the usual cash payments, one- 
half of his crop in excess of six 
bushels per acre each year. Even 
~ii the crop should exceed eighteen 
bushels per acre, the veteran has 
the right to keep his payments to 
a maximum of six bushels per acre 
per year. 

“We estimate approximately 600 - 
veterans on VLA farms in this 
province are eligible to come under 
this crop payment plan,” stated H. 
Atlam, VLA district superintendent, 
who pointed out that the spring 
wheat growing areas in Alberta 
were confined principally to the 
brown and dark brown soil belts. 

The underlying principle of this 
plan, said Mr. Allam, is protection 
of the veteran farmer whose main 
income is from the production of 
wheat. It recognizes the variations 
in yields that are bound to occur 
from year to year due to varying 
climatic conditions and other haz¬ 
ards. At the same time, there is 
nothing contained In the details of 
the crop payment plan which adds 
to or lessens the responsibilities 
or the protection of the veteran as 
provided by VLA. All that it does 
is to vary the terms of repayment, 
in accordance with -the annual 
yields of wheat crops in lieu of the 
ordinary fixed annual cash instal¬ 
ments. 

Briefly, the plan works out as 
follows: Firstly, the veteran agrees 
to seed not less than one-half his 
cultivated acreage to wheat. A 
lesser acreage may be accepted 
depending on the long term wheat 
yields of the particular district. 
Prairie Fajrn Assistance Act of¬ 
ficials will work closely with VLA 
in giving rulings on this point. 

Secondly, in each year the vet¬ 
eran retains six bushels of wheat 
per acre for his own use. In “years 
when the yield is six bushels or 
less no delivery to VLA is re- 
quired^ If the yield is over six 
bushels per , acre he deliversone- 
half the wheat crop up to eighteen 
bushels per acre, which equals six 
bushels. Any delivery In excess of 
six bushels Is entirely up to the 
veteran. 

The effect of this plan is that in 
lean years no payment or delivery^ 
of grain is required, yet the vet¬ 
eran's contract with VLA will not 
go Into arrears as payments that 


would otherwise fall due in such 
years will be set back to the ter¬ 
minating . date of his purchase 
agreement. On the other hand, It 
does not prevent the veteran from 
making prepayments, so that as 
well as protecting the veteran in 
. years of low wheat yields, is should 
result in him payifig for his farm 
in much less than the normal 25 
years. 

“Those veterans In the spring 
wheat areas ar^ the first in Can¬ 
ada to have the opportunity of ap¬ 
plying this new principle of land 
financing." Mr. Allam concluded. 

"Actually, we are pioneering a 
principle that has long been ad¬ 
vocated by official and unofficial 
bodies. They have pointed out on 
many occasions that the system of 
fixed payments is not adapted to 
the extreme variations In income 
on prairie farms. 

"Veterans who sign and live up 
to this new agreement will never 
be in arrears with VLA. When the 
required share of a year's crop is 
not sufficient to meet the annual 
payment due under the veteran's 
firm agreement, the unpaid amount 
•is extended to the end of the con¬ 
tract.”

That is a modest share, but would be better 
than the prevailing concessions. V«y 

It is advised also that provincial highways 
through towns and villages be built and maintained 
by the province. A further proposal is that the prov¬ 
ine share 50% in the cost of building and operating 
homes for the aged, and assume heavier share in 
many phases of relief. 

A recommendation that will not be so popular 
is that there should be taxation of all buildings and 
improvements at full value in all municipalities. 
Whether this suggestion is rightly based is a long 
disputed question. The man who spends his money 
in improving his horse or erecting new buildings im¬ 
mediately finds himself liable for higher taxes. On 
the other hand the man who lets his buildings run 
down escapes with lighter tax. Some argue that it 
should be the other way round, though cities and 
towns have accepted the principle of paying more 
taxes for improvements they make, which is a form 
of double payment. 

One recommendation which this paper has been 
* urging is that a committee be appointed to determine 
boundaries of municipal divisions and school dis¬ 
tricts. No doubt this is in recognition of the prevail¬ 
ing confusion in which one municipality has to deal 
with different school rates. 

Larger school grants*to. municipalities are urged 
but not on the scale which has been called for. by 
the Alberta Kducational Association and allied bod¬ 
ies. It recommends a further grant of $1,650,000, on 
a minimum of $6,850,000. School divisions oLSouth¬ 
ern Alberta will, hesitate to feel jubilant until they 
knew just what this might mean to them in actual 
dollars. As things stand the grant from the provin¬ 
cial government is steadily growing less, when con¬ 
sidered in relati6n to over-all costs. But one point 
made is that the additional grant should be based on

COME time ago the provincial government appoint-' 
^ ed J. W. Judge, ddputy minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs to make a thorough investigation of provincial- 
municipal tax relations. Last week the findings of 
this one-man commission were tabled In legislature, 
and it is gratifying to see that many of the points 
embodied in his report, are changes which have been 
strongly advocated by municipalities, school boards 
and all interested in taxation. A few other points 
may not be so popular. 

An important recommendation, long fought (or by 
cities and towns, is that all crown commercial enter¬ 
prises pay taxes or the equivalent to taxes. These 
government buildings occupy most desirable sites 
and receive full benefit of all municipal services 
without paying anything to municipal taxes. .It is 
said that the B.C. government for instance splits 
liquor profits and motor license fees with municipali¬ 
ties, and that several other provinces are ahead of 
Alberta In recognizing their liability to munici pal-' 
ties in respect to government property. 

There is also recommendation thafr road grants to 
municipal districts should be about 25% of the rev¬ 
enue taken by way of motor licenses and fuel oil

Flax Varieties 
Fqr Prairies 

(Experimental Farms News) 

Growers on the prairies who are 
planning to sow flax this year are 
warned to get seed supplies early, 
,if they have not already done so, 
in bulletins issued by the National 
Barley and Linseed Flax Commit¬ 
tee. Another large acreage is in 
sight for this profitable cash crop 
which is urgently needed for indus¬ 
trial purposes in. Canada and for 
export. 

Professor T. J. Harrison, Chair¬ 
man of the National Barley and 
Linseed Flax Committee, has 
drawn the attention of the prospec¬ 
tive flax growers to varieties that 
are suitable for areas in the three 
prairie provinces. Tests conducted 
by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms and Extension Service, Man¬ 
itoba Department of Agriculture, 
' listed the results of three leading 
varieties. In Manitoba, Rocket gave 
an average yield of 12.7 bushels 
per acre, Dakota 12.5 and Royal 
11.7 bushels to the acre. A notice¬ 
able difference in maturity at the 
time of harvest <vas disclosed in 
the Manitoba tests. Rocket and Da¬ 
kota were uniformly ripe while 
Royal contained a number of plants 
still in bloom which probably ac¬ 
counted for the lower yields of 
Royal. 

Interesting and useful inform¬ 
ation for flax growers is also con¬ 
tained in a bulletin issued by the 
Saskatchewan Cereal Variety Com¬ 
mittee which lists variety zones in 
that province as determined by soil 
and climate. 

Royal a leading variety is re¬ 
ported to be moderately resistant 
to wilt and rust but is susceptible 
to pasmo. Royal is a high yielder 
but late maturing and has slight¬ 
ly' weak straw. , 

Redwing Is resistant to wilt, sus¬ 
ceptible to rust and pasmo. It is 
lower in yield than Royal but as 
it matures earlier it is recommend¬ 
ed where early maturity is essen¬ 
tial. 

Dakota is highly resistant to 
both wilt and rust and appears to 
be susceptible to pasmo. Dakota 
matures earlier and more uniform¬ 
ly than Royal out is slightly lower 
in yield the bulletin says. 

Professor Harrison also mentions 
a. new promising variety ’’Shey- 
enne” which is described by W. 
. G. McGregor, Cerealist of Central 
Experimental Farm at, Ottawa, as 
an early variety maturing with 
Redwing but more disease resis¬ 
tant. It is recommended for north¬ 
ern areas.
